SOOO votes cast 
represented 


much less than-half of the total vot- 
" ing strength of the city, indicating 


tl&t many Newark voters took little 
interest in the proposition. 
""* Newark has more than 7000 voters, 
according to the registration figures 
last fall. The total vote cast Tuesday 
was;3020. Of this number 1933 favor- 
ed the bond issue and 10S5 opposed the 
bond 'i^eue. 


^Friends of both sides of the propo- 


sition claim to find reasons for con- 
eolation in the results of the special 
election. Those who opposed the is- 
sue of bonds claim that the voters 
polled in favor of the issue, repre- 
sents the entire strength of those who 
favor, municipal ownership.

;he two Republican members, J. H.

Plans for the wholesale dismissal 


of district tax assessors were made 
by the state tax commission 
this 


morning. 
They were the result of 


the formal request made upon the 
state commission by Governor Willis 
last night following the defeat in 
.the house of the Beitler tax emer- 
gency bill which sought to place the 
duties of the tax assessors in 
the 


hands of the county auditors. 


There are 102 district assessors in 


the state, or two in each of the 14 
largest counties and one in each of 
t!ie femaining 74 counties. 
In the 


latter counties the incumbents are 
all Democrats. In the 
14 .larger 


counties the incumbents are for the 
most part Democrats and Progres- 
sives. 


The list announced today does not 


include the assessors for any of the 
larger counties and it is understood 
they will be announced tonight. Only 
one assessor was appointed in But- 
ler and Summit counties and as these 
counties are entitled to two each, 
another assessor. will be announced 
later. 


The salaries of the district asses- 


sors range from §1.200 in the small- 
er counties to $5,000 in the larger 
ones. 


The executive offices were throng- 


ed with members of the legislature 
and politicians this morniing, before 
the appointments were announced. 
They eagerly scanned the lists 
as 


they were given out.

at 1:15 o'clock Monday afternoon. 


The crew at once appeared to lower 
the boats and at the same time the 
vessel was sent ahead at full speed. 
The submarine 
easily overhauled 


her, 
however, and fired three shots, 


signalling her to stop. 


The Flaminian . was stopped and 


the crew abandoning all personal be- 
longings, got off in small boats. The 
submarine then fired ten shots at 
the steamer. 
These appeared to be 


ineffective and accordingly a tor- 
pedo was discharged. This sent the 
Flaminian to the bottom.

turn out high degree of accuracy and 
precision in the haste of newspaper 
composition. 


The banker makes 
blunders in 


his figures, the lawyer draws up in-

part of any ceremony or service. Here 
a dance called the "Dance of the 
Seises," is performed before the high 
altar during holy week. It Is in imita- 
tion of the dance of the Israelites be- 
fore tlie Ark of the Covenant, and even 
La Spain is of very ancient origin. Im- 
agine the cathedral on such an occa- 
sion crowded with people, seated and 
standing. In front of all the others are 
several rows of priests and church dig- 
nitaries, all in gorgeous vestments, 
who inclose a fair sized open place 
before the high altar. A piece of car- 
pet covers the marble floor, on either 
side of which stands a row of boys from 
eight to twelve years of age, dressed 
like Spanish gentlemen of the middle 
ages, with white stockings and a larg& 
plume in the hat 
At a signal from a 


priest the soft music of violins breaks 
the profound silence of the church and 
the boys proceed to execute several 
pretty and graceful figures. Later they 
join in a gentle and harmonious song, 
which in the obscurity of the vast ca- 
thedral sounds like a choir of angels, 
and finally they accompany dance and 
song with their castanets. 


Two centuries and over ago an arch- 


bishop of Seville desired to put an end 
to this ceremony, thin king it unbe- 
coming tKe Church and "the "Master in 
heaven. 
But the people of Seville 


thought otherwise and were deter- 
mined not to give it tip without a strug- 
gle. The case was finally appealed to 
Rome. The pope of that day, think- 
ing to appease the people of Seville and 
at the same time put an end to the 
dancing, gave his permission for the 
ceremony to be continued on condition 
that the dance should be given np as 
soon as the suits, which the boys then 
had, were worn out 
What resulted? 


The suits have never been worn out 
From time to time they have been 
skillfully repaired with a piece here 
and a piece there, and now, after two 
centuries, the suits are still as good as 
new, 
and the dance is still given.

Honolulu harbor, no matter what the 
operation may cost, lie wants to 
learn the cause of the accident so as 
to avoid similar disasters in the fu- 
ture. 


This was made known after ad- 


vices had been received from Rear 
Admiral .Moore at Honolulu, 
-which 


said that preparations were being 
made to raise the submarine by the 
pontoon method. The tact that the 
admiral reported the submarine evi- 
dently was waterlogged and there- 
fore too hea\> to be raised by the 
equipment previously employed ban- 
ished the hopes of officials that any 
of her crew might be found alive. 


Secretary Daniels announced that 


in the event of the failure of eiforts 
now being made to raise the sub- 
marine the navy department would 
send the necessary equipment to 
raise her. 


He said there was no truth in re- 


ports that he was dissatisfied with 
the work of naval 
authorities at 


Honolulu. 


On the 
contrary, the 
secretary 


said, that they were doing every- 
thing possible to s-raise -the sub- 
marine.
